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10. { Amended) A composition comprising a polypeptide according to claim 1 in association 
with a carrier or diluent. 

(Amended) A method of inhibiting the growth of a eukaryotic cell which comprises bringing 
the cell into contact with a polypeptide according to claim 1 under conditions to provide for 
apoptosis. 

13. (Amended) A polypeptide according to claim 1 for use in a method of treatment of the
